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Los Angela's Difficult Fight 
For a Water Supply 


If the statements made by a correspondent of the San Francisco 


Chronicle are correct, Los Angeles has only succeeded -in tangling 
herself in a series of complications- by voting to embrace the project 
of bringing water to the city from Owens river. Recently the peo- 
ple of Los Angeles voted $1,500,000 to acquire water rights and 
lands in the Owens river basin. The cost of bringing the water 
to the city is variously estimated at from $21,500,000 to $50,000,- 
000, but even at the lowest figure the scheme is as yet beyond the 
power of Los Angeles to legally finance. In order to increase the 
borrowing capacity of the city it is proposed to annex three or 
four hundred square miles tf adjacent territory, including Pasa- 
dena and other towns. This annexation scheme would solve the 
bonding problem, but, according to the Chronicle's correspondent, 
there are other obstacles in the way oE the Owens river project 
still more difficult to overcome. It seems there are claims on the 
river for power purposes, and that many of the riparian land- 
owners are bitterly opposed to the proposed diversion an'd will fight 
it to the last gasp in the courts. But a still more formidable obstacle 
is the Government's proposed scheme to utilize the waters of 
Owens river for a vast irrigration and reclamation enterprise. This 
scheme has not been abandoned, notwithstanding the statements 
of Engineer ]. B. Lippincott, who examined the Owens river drain- 
age basin for the Government, and, by some curious flip-flop, turned 
up as the proponent and agent of the Los Angeles scheme. The 
Government's board of engineers has reported in favor of carry- 
ing out the reclamation project, running counter to Engineer Lip- 
pincott in the most vital particular. A scheme so vast and entail- 
ing such enormous expense as the Owens river project that must 
encounter Government opposition and protracted litigation from 
different sides cannot be held to be a particularly inviting one. Gen- 
erally the question of cost is the chief difficulty in carrying out 
such enterprises, but in this instance a financial problem of great 
magnitude is secondary to complications of a legal nature which 
must prove most embarrassing and may postpone active opera- 
tions for years to come if not forever. But Los Angeles has gone 
ahead pluckily thus far, and it is to be hoped that she may succeed 
in overcoming the obstacles which lie in the way of her getting 
the water supply of which she stands in such sore need. 


The Czar of Russia had better restore peace and quiet to his 


distracted realm before inviting the nations of the earth to another 
farcical peace congress. He has just emerged as the beaten an- 
tagonist in a foreign war provoked by his own unjust aggression, 
and in view of Russia's traditional policy and her insatiable prac- 
tice of absorbing by force all outlying territory, his appearance as 
an apostle of peace is decidedly comic. No country is so favorably 
situated for keeping peace with her neighbors as Russia, but her 
history since her entry into the European family of states has been 
one long record of rapine, aggression and conquest. She has ex- 
tended her sway by the sword in every direction save the north, 
where her course is stayed by the frozen ocean. But to the south, 
east and west she has been steadily eating her way ever since Peter 
the Great ascended the throne of Rurik. St. Petersburg is built on 
what was Swedish territory when Peter was born. Finland and 
Courland were Swedish provinces, while Poland was an independ- 
ent kingdom and 
iflis and Baku belonged to the Turk and the 


Persian. Oh, yes, the Czar wants peace—or rather he wants the 
world to think he wants peace. What he really wants is more 
territory, and this he will get by hook or crook at the very first 
opportunity. 


Taxpayers will note with satisfaction that the tax rate for this 


fiscal year shows a material reduction from the rate of last year. 
In the incorporated towns and cities the new rate is $1.40 against 
$1.49 last year. This reduction will tend to strengthen real estate 
values, as it will probably be accompanied by some diminution in 
the municipal rate. And while the assessment roll of the county 
has been increased to the extent of several millions, there has been 
no general advance in assessment valuations. The valuation for 
taxation purposes still continues moderate, a fact that puts all the 
more favorable complexion on the decreased tax rate. 


Supplementary Text Book Abuse 


The, State School Text Book Committee has felt constrained to 


adopt resolutions directed at the extravagant and unnecessary use 
of text-books supplementary 'to"the .State series. 
The use of sup- 


plementary text-books has readied the proportions/of a grave abuse": 
It is a growing imposition on parents that is making the courses 
of study in the higher grades of the grammar schools and the'high 
schools cumbrous and unnecessarily expensive. It is all due to the 
greed of text-book compilers, school-book publishers and the com- 
plaisance or intimidation of school boards and principals. The root 
of the evil is in the accrediting system, which reaches from the 
State University down through the high schools into the grammar 
schools. 
The State Text-Book Committee resolved: "That „the 


State Text-Book Committee views with disfavor the reported in- 
judicious use of supplementary books in the schools, and notes with 
some degree of alarm their* illegal use as substitute books displac- 
ing legally adopted texts of the State series." The following con- 
clusions on the subject were embodied in a communication to the 
State Board of Education: 


"(a) A school course is enriched and strengthened by a few 


good supplementary books. 
It is hampered and proportionally 


weakened by many such books. 


"(b) A less number of supplementary books in the schools of 


this State would mean better work in the class-rooms. 


"(c) The new text-books of the State series are so complete in 


themselves as to need but few additional books to supplement them. 


"(d) Books authorized for supplemental use should be selected 


with as much care as is exercised in determining the regular text. 
They slio: ij le fev 3,id of high standard. 


"(e) The use of supplementary books should be a subordinate 


use, not a substitute use; they should aid, not supersede." 


This is admirably stated, but the committee would have dons 


the public a much more valuable service by striking at the cause of 
the abuse denounced—i. e. the unwarranted and pernicious domina- 
tion of the State University faculty over the common school system 
of the State.

The report of the special commission appointed by Governor 


Pardee to investigate the scandal in the State Board of Dental Exam- 
iners lacks the quality of directness. The charges and counter- 
charges that the questions were given out in advance are dismissed 
as unfounded. Drs. Dunn and Cool are exonerated, as they should 
Jiave been, and the ridiculous Farmer story stigmatized as a fake. 
•'But what about the tall swearing during the investigation? Unim- 
peachable proof was submitted that the "solid five" had combined to 
oust Drs. Dunn and Cool from the Board that friends of members of 
the majority might get the vacancies. In attempting to carry out 
this scheme flagrant efforts were made to smirch the reputations of 
the two minority members. During the investigation the leaders of 
the majority svvore to a state of facts which the Governor's commis- 
sion says did not exist and to events which never occurred. They 
were contradicted under oath by Drs. Dunn and Cool, who are 
declared innocent of the imputations sought to be cast upon them. 
That perjury was committed is self evident. The report of the 
Commission by implication plainly intimates the persons who com- 
mitted it. Men who would maliciously commit perjury to injure 
character and reputation of other officials are unfit to hold any po- 
sition of trust. It is broadly stated by the report that the Dental 
Commission, as at present constituted, has no future 
The investi- 


gation proved that beyond perach enture. But the moral reproach 
should not be visited on the innocent along with the guilty. A 
dismissal of the entire board would involve an equal condemna- 
tion of all the members, which would be unjust and at variance 
with the findings of the commission This is intimated rather tim- 
idly in the report. For the want of a little of the spirit of whole- 
some magnanimity and mutuality of confidence the State of Cali- 
fornia has been besmirched with a nasty scandal and a great hard- 
ship has been inflicted upon many deserving persons." As now 
constituted, the State Board of Dental Examiners has no future, 
says the report. No member of the Board can be entirely absolved 
from responsibility for this state of affairs, but whatever may be 
said of the others, the usefulness of Dr. Russell H. Cool, unless such 
Hoard be entirely reconstituted except as to himself and possibly 
Dr. Dunn, is at an end. 


Any reorganization of the Board which leaves Drs. Dunn and 


Cool ort" the membership would be unfair to those gentlemen and 
\ lolative of the spirit of the report of the Governors Commission.

AGAINST THE GROOM AND HIS BROTHER 


NEW YORK, Sept. IB.—Parental objection, backed up by a court Injunc- 


tion, Is delaying a wedding In- which the people of this prosperous city .are 
taking a tremendous Interest. As for the would-be bride and bridegroom, it 
Is hardly necessary to remark that their 'state of feeling borders closely on 
frenzy, and If something doesn't happen pretty soon to smooth out the course 
of their true love they will both land In the madhouse or do something equally 
desperate. 


The eager but thwarted young man In the case le Guy Stone, a respected 


citizen of Boone,\known to every one here since he was a baby. Nobody In 
the city has the slightest objection to him except the mother of the pretty 
girl who -wants to be his bride and for -whom he would lay down his life. Just 
what there Is about Guy Stone that Jessie Griffith's mamma dislikes is hard 
to say; but the estimable lady, at all events, has achieved a hatred for the 
young man that nothing will assuage, and It Is through her that the remark- 
able spectacle has been presented of a Justice of the District Court Issuing 
an Injunction against a wedding or anything aproachlng It.

Hngshead (that lady having taken unto herself a change of name and a new 
husband a few yeara since), so the duty devolved upon Jessie. When she 
mentioned to her mamma that she liked Guy Stone and wanted to marry him 
mamma rebelled. She would have none of him as a son-in-law. 


When the news' was brought to Guy he was displeased, but not cast down. 


Of course, a home wedding woul^be missed, but If elopement was necessary 
they were the young people who could elope' In the most approved manner. 
Especially would such a plan be easy with so eager a'lieutenant as Archie

Dauth had frequently talked with hei, 
when In her store, concerning the trouble 
between Dauth and herself, ^and at one 
time when telling of Dauth choking her 
In her anger the dead woman had stated 
that she would fix him, saying: 
I thought that my hands were steady 
enough I would fix him." 
This statement was made, Mrs. Ogden 
Bald, after Mrs. Dauth had told her that 


so she told the Jury, that on the night of 
September 12th Dauth had come homo 
and after supper sat for a long time 
looking at a photograph and that shu 
(Mrs. Dauth) had spoken to him repeat- 
edly and had received no 'answer. Mrs. 
Dauth tolct her that at that time Dauth 
endeavored to persuade .her to take a 
powder that he produced from a pocket 
and she refused to do so.- >Mrs. Ogden 
stated that Mrs. Daulh seemed to bo 
afraid of Dauth and that she told her 
that at times Dauth was under the in- 
fluence o( liquor but that .he did not 
malto a habit of drinking.

He stated that he took it from 
her and In doing so was dragged from 
the bed. He then unloaded the gun and 
threw it from the window, calling all 
the time .for help. His wife then, hu 
stated, took a razor and cut her throat 
before he could take the razor from her. 
She assaulted him, cutting his throat 
and in the scuffle that ensued he re- 
ceived wounds in the wrist and in the 
arm. 
Ho stated that he then laid her 
on the floor near tho sit! of the door 
leading into the kitchen and that Is the 
last place that he saw her.

that he then found the key that his 
wife had hidden on the mantle- and went 
out into the hall and then In thn Pal- 
freeman rooms.

I have been sorry tor the school- 


toys 
of .America, 
ever 
since 
the 


annexation of Ha'waii and the'.Phil- 
ippines because they 
ha%-e to learn 


and 
; remember 
so . many difficult 


names. In my school days, about all 
we learned of. Hawaii was not Hono- 
lulu was the capital; and our knowl- 
edge concerning the Philippines was 
limited to the mastery of, the fact 
that there wus a city there called 
Manila. .Now, evidently, the teacher 
that 
misinformed his class—or her 
class, concerning the beautiful island 
or 
Molokai learned the same geo- 


graphy lessons in school that I did 
and then very carefully took no pains 
to inform himself—or herself, tetter I 
have learned a little geography since 
I went to school, but anybody can 
learn it that way, by going and see- 
ing to it, and it is far more interest- 
Ing 
than learning by colored maps 


which give you an idea that one coun- 
try is blue and another yellow. Coun- 
tries are really not colored in .that way 
you know. Mostly, they are green or 
-.vhlte or brown, the colors depending- 
upon the season of the year, although 
there»are some redlands. But that is 
not the red of the geographies. It is 
the red stain of iron in' the soil, and I 
•is especially noticeable In new vol- 
canic regions. 


However, all this has little to do 


with the Island of Moldkai. and 
the 
mistake of that Ventura, school teach- 
er. Molokal, the smallest of the larg- 
er Islands of the Hawaiian group, has 
^een gravely .malinged because of the 
location upon it of the Leper Settle- 
ment. The island, as a matter of fact, 
is larger than Santa Cruz, and hut a 
very small part of it is given over to 
the occupation of the lepers. It is an 
island of rolling highlands, tunning up 
'to abrupt mountains on the wind- 
ward side, given over to cattle rais- 
ing- Beyond the windward mountains, 
a. long peninsula, like a tongue juts 
into the sea, and is swept hy the trade 
winds from the northeast- And upon 
this peninsula the Leper Settlement 
lies. There is no possibility of con- 
tact of the lepers with the clean in- 
habitants of the other parts of the 
island, because the settlement is shut 
In on the land side by a "pall," or 
precipice, a thousand feet high, down 
which winds a single dizzy patch that 
is impassible even by well men who 
have, not strong heads, to say nothing 
of 
men 
sick 
with 
leprosy. 
In 


fact, the lepers never try to scale this 
pal!—and could not if they tried- The 
Settlement is reached by steamer, and 
you land through the surf, a difficult 
feat. 


It ia true that two lepers, a man 


and his wife, once escaped from the 
Settlement in a boat to the neighbor- 
ing island of Lanai, but were 
soon 


caught—and were glad to go back to 
the care of the keeper of the Settle- 
ment inn- This keeper, the managa 
who 
has been in charge* for many 
years, is a father to the unfortunates 
there. But he is himself a clean man 
and lives with his family in Honolulu, 
although he has a .house in the Set- 
tlement, at Kalaupapa, where he lives 
during the greater part of the time.
